‘is doing itself harm by not according Soviet Rusgia full diplomatic relations. 


“The results of education are astounding,” the report states, after discussing 
the schools in the Union. \“The Soviet government is achieving the most 
remarkable results in respect to public health, housing and the prison sys-. 
tem,” says the report. The report states of trade unions and the labor con- 
ditions, The delegations were much impressed by the position and the ac- 
tivities of Trade Unions under the Soviet system.” The general conclusion 
on labor conditions was, The U. S. S. R. is a strong and stable state. The 
government is not only in every way better than anything Russia has ever 
yet had, but it has done and is doing work in which other older states 
have failed and are failing.”. The report then tells of visits to factories 
thruout the union, and describes conditions in Trangs-Caucasia. The delega- 
tion declares that Soviet Georgia and the other autonomous republics are 
greatly benefited by being members of the U. S. S. R. The delegation then 
tells of investigation of the “Red Letter” and concludes it a forgery.

The following letter to the Chartze d’Affairs of the Soviet Union was is- 
sued by the Foreign Office last night:— 


Foreign Office, 
October 24th, 1924. 
Sir,— 

I have the honor to invite your attention to the enclosed copy of a 
letter“ which has been received by the Central Committee of the British 
Communist Party from the Presidium of the Executive Committee of the 
Communist International, over the signature of Monsieur Zinoviev, its Presi- 
dent, dated September 15th. The letter contains instructions to British sub- 
jects to work for the violent overhrow of existing institutions in this coun- 
try, and for the subversion of His Majesty’s armed forces as a means to 
that end. 


No original or communicated copy can be produced, and 
it is now alleged that the Letter“ was notes take of a speech. 


2. It is my duty to inform you that His Majesty’s Government cannot 
allow this propaganda and must regard it as a direct interference from out- 
side with the British domestic affairs. 


3. No one who understands the constitution and the relationships of 
the Communist International will doubt its intimate connection and contact 
with the Soviet Government. No Government will ever tolerate an arrange- 
ment with a foreign Government by which the latter is in formal diplomatic 
relations of a correct kind with it, whilst at the same time a propagandist 
body organically* connected with that foreign Government encourages and 
even orders subjects of the former to plot and plan revolutions for its over- 
throw. Such conduct is not only a grave departure from the rules of inter- 
national comity, but a violation of specific and solemn undertakings re- 
peatedly given to His Majesty’s Government. 

? 4. So recently as June 4th of last year the Soviet Government made 
the following solemn agreement with His Majesty’s Government:— 

“The Soviet Government undertakes not to support with funds or 
in any other form persons or bodies or agencies or institutions whose 
aim is to spread discontent or to foment rebellion in any part of the 
British Empire . and to impress upon its officers and officials 
the full and continuous observance of these conditions. 


5. Moreover, in the Treaty which His Majesty’s Government recently 
concluded with your Government, still further provision was made for the 
faithful execution of an analogous undertaking which is essential to the 
existence of good and friendly relations between the two countries. His 
Majesty’s Government means that these undertakings shall be carried out 
both in the letter and in the spirit, and it cannot accept the contention that 
whilst the Soviet Government undertakes obligations, a political body, as 
powerful as itself“ is to be allowed to conduct a propaganda and support 
it with money, which is in direct violation of the official agreement. The 
Soviet Government either has or has not the power to make such agree- 
ments. If it has the power it is its duty to carry them out and see that the 
other parties are not deceived. If it has not this power and if responsibilities 
which belong to the State in other countfies are in Russia in the keeping 
of private and irresponsible bodies** tho Soviet Government ought not to 
make agreements which it knows it cannot carry out. 


6. I should be obliged if you would be good enough to let me have the 
‘observations of your Government on this subject without delay.

The time is approaching for the Parliament of England to consider 
the Treaty concluded between the Governments of Great Britain and the 
S. S. S. R. for the purpose of ratification. The flerce campaign raised by the 
British bourgeoisie around the question shows that the majority of the 
same, together with reactionary circles, are against the Treaty for the pur- 
pose of breaking off an agreement consolidating the ties between the prole- 
tarians of the two countries leading to the restoration of normal relations 
between England and the S. S. S. R. 

The proletariat of Great Britain, which pronounced its weighty word 
when danger threatenéd of a break-off of the past negotiations, and com- 
pelled the Government of MacDonald to conclude the Treaty, must show the 
greatest possible energy in the further struggle for ratification and against 
the endeavors of British capitalists to compel Parliament to annul it. 


It is indispensable to stir up the masses of the British proletariat (to 
bring into movement the army of unemployed proletarians)* whose position 
can be improved only after a loan has been granted to the S.S.S.R. for the 
restoration of her economics and when business collaboration between the 
British and Russian Proletariats has been put in order. It is imperative that 
the group in the Labor Party““ sympathising with the Treaty should bring 
increased pressure to bear upon the Government and Parliamentary circles 
in favor of the ratification of the Treaty.

_ CIRCULAR LETTER No. 8. 
To the Central Cémmittes of the Communist Parties. 


Dear Comrades:—On the basis of materials which are as yet incom: 
plete, we may conclude that the “anti-war week” has provided some of 
our sections a considerable field for agitation against imperialist wars. 

The week of agitation against imperialist war should be made the starting 
point of permanent anti-war propaganda. It was our intention in the 
“anti-war week,” by means of agitational slogan’, to draw thé attention 
of the masses to the inevitability of new imperialist wars, and to the new 
betrayal by the Second International which unde its in its 
“anti-war policy.” Nevertheless the war policy ot the imperialists is far 


too complex a problem to be disposed of by purely agitational means, by 


merely pointing out to the masses the need for our revolutionary anti-war 
policy as distinguished from that of the pacifist elements of the bourgeoisie 
and of the Second International. It is therefore to continue 
systematically to deal with all the popular issues that were sed during 
the anti-war week on the subject of imperialism’ and tmperialist war. 

It seems to us that the most efficacious means tor this purpose would 
be to make use of the party press. We suggest to our sections to inaugurate 
regular anti-war propaganda pages in their newspapers. 

The anti-war pages should comprise the following features: 

1. Constant unmasking of the pacifism of the bourgecisie and of 
the Second International.

This rapid increase in the use of 
radio by farmers is due, department 
officials declare, to the need for 
prompt market information in merch- 
andising farm products, to the educa- 
tional value of radio, and to its enter- 
tainment features. Many county 
agents reported that farmers have in- 
stalled radio sets primarily to recefve 
weather and. market reports.

Another Red Letter ‘emg 


“Coincident with the convening of the British Trade Union Con- 
reas, another “Zinoviev letter“ similar to the one sprung on the Brit. 
ieh public during the last general election made its appearance. 
The object of this fabrication is the same as the one that helped 
to defeat the labor party. Its aim is to enable reaction, which is-on 
the defensive in the labor movement to gain a footing and defeat the 
progressive movement by creating a wave of hysteria among the 
masses, that will enable the right wing leaders to bring the Jess 
class conscious workers under their influence. 

The first fake letter spurred the petty bourgeois voters into 
activity and filled the aristocrats with a holy fear of the menace of 
Bolshevism. It had the same effect on the reactionary workers in 

England that the predictions of industrial disaster made by the re- 
publican party strategists. here in case of LaFollette’s election, had 
on millions of American workers. 

The British labor party towards the end of its life in office, 
despite the best efforts of MacDonald and company, was being forced 
into taking action contrary to the interests of the ruling classes. 
It agreed to granting a loan to Soviet Russia; and it called off the 
indictment against the Communist editor J. R. Campbell, who was 
charged with inciting mutiny ip the navy. When those things hap- 
pened the ruling class decided that the labor party was no longer 
a safe and useful tool in its hands. 

When the labor party went out of office the trade unions domin- 
ated the labor movement, and the stars of Ramsay MacDonald, Snow- 
den and Clynes began to decline. Those of Purcell, Cook and 
Swales rose. The trade unions began to go to the left and the 
united front between them and the Russian unions together with the 
report of the British trade union delegation to Russia were the 
outstanding events of this period in the world labor movement. 

The fight for a unified, international trade union movement based 
on the class struggle received a tremendous impetus and the victory 
of the British miners backed by the other large trade unions over 
the government, faced the British ruling class with the fact that they 
were face to a face with a condition that threatened their very 
existence. 
Desperate situations demand desperate remedies. The British 
ruling class hoped that its tried and trusted right wing leaders would 
hold their power. The sweep of sentiment among the masses, how- 
ever, has been towards the left. For this tendency the disintegra- 
tion of British capitalism is mainly responsible. The Communist

Nothing succeeds like success. The Associated Press has been 
the principal fountain of anti-Soviet lies in the United States—since 
the czar and his government were toppled over into the historical 
abyss: But lies are poor weapons in the long run and a cause that 
depends on lies is leaning on a brokne reed. The mighty revolution 
that humbled one of the oldest of dynasties in the world and erazed it 
from the political map, plowed its way to victory thru a sea of false- 
hood and thru the bullets, bombs and bayonets of its myriad foes. 

The Associated Press recognized an accomplished fact. It did 
not, like to do it, but business is business and it cannot ignore one- 
sixth af the earth’s surface if it wants to continue its existence as 
& news agency. 

The same logic that forced the Associated Press to shake hands 
with the Bolshevik devil will compel the United States government 
to recognize the Soviet regime.

The Kalamazoo convention of the International Typographica’ 
Union rescinded the action of the Quebec convention in 1921 favoring
